The blaze, which in believed 
to be of incendiary origin, de- 
stroyed iix large bonded ware- 
houses of the Greenbanm dis- 
tillery, containing -17,500 
barrels of whisky; burned six 
Xegro cottages, a Southern rail- 
way trestle, two county bridges 
and threatened the Northern 
part of the town of Midway. 

The property loss is at least 
$300,000, partially covered by 
insurance, while the conatrnctive 
loss to the Government in the 
destruction of the whisky in 
bond, amounting to 2,800,000 
gallons, will be nearly $4,000,- 
000. 

The main distillery, the 
liooks and Superintendent's 
resilience were saved. 

Frankfort, Lexingttm and 
other towns were appealed to 
fur help, but were unable to 
respond. 

The concern was one of the 
largest in the .State. It is 
owned by Morris (ireenbaimi 
of I.,ouis\ illoand mamifacturers 
of li<|U(>r for ( 'hic.iijo and Louis- 
ville tirm-.
